Europe in whi« h a cigaret or 
two is not a better-received tip 
than the equivalent of a quarter 
or half-dollar in cash.

So, the other day R o m a n 
police rounded up a g a n g of 
m anufacturers of “ A m e r ic a n ” 
cigarets. According to charges. 
they had been operating a plant 
which each day was turning out 
thousands of couterfeited fags. 
Their method was quite sim­ 
ple—if 
somewhat 
sickening. 
They 
bartered 
quietly 
for 
empty packages, or stole and 
scavenged t h e m . I f 
t h e y 
co u ld st get enough e m p t y 
packs, they traced the designs 
on counterfeit paper and put 
their printing presses to work. 
When it came to the cigaret 
papers, they had to do it all 
with meticulous printing press 
technique, but the y accomplish -1 
ed it somehow. 
Then came the m atter of to­ 
bacco supplies. Obviously such a 
mass production operation would 
have a cre w' working on procure­ 
r s nt angles—so they sent men 
out to pick up cigaret and cigar 
butts tiff the street. 
After that, it was merely a 
m atter of workmanship, using

east-off and often 
germ- 
ridden tobacco thus salvaged, 
high-priced experts, working tori 
less than 30 cents an hour, roll-1 
ed it into cigarets, put them in, 
the counterfeit packages 
a n d !
